I have sold 146 bushels of 
beans at $3.53 per bu. and the next 
load of 214 bu. at $3.21, the prices 
went down so sudden that I de¬ 
cide to try to hold as much as I 
can, there is a bin full of it in the 
granary, will have to sell what is 
in the field as it won’t do to keep 
it in bin due to too much mois¬ 
ture. The corn is drying fast but 
still too soft, am going to stall for 
while to give it a chance to dry 
out a little, except for liog feeding, 
and save the old corn for grinding 
purposes.
